SOME NEW SHOALS ARE
FOUND IN PEARL HARBOR

Soundings in the Inner reaches of

the Pearl Harbor lochs do not corres-
pond entirely with the depths as laid
down on the government charts, al-

though the surveys made by the U. &

officials were elaborate and presumably

correct.

The difference is partly attributable,
in the shallows of the middle lochs, to
the deposits constantly being distrib-
uted there from inland streams.
Yachtsmen whose craft draw from
four to seven feet, have noticed a de-
cided change in the past few Years,
having every season to set their turn-
ing buoys a little farther seaward. On
the other hand deeper water to the
extent of three to five feet has devel-
oped in holes and streaks, caused, it
is suggested by fresh springs.

Thia filling in is also noticeable in
a less degree in the Western loch, al-
though this body of water, reaching
the farthest inland, is generally much
the deeper, beoasting for most of its
extent several fathoms of water close
to its rocky shores, sufficient water in-
deed tc allow the comfortable berth-
ing of deep sea vessels close enoagh to

sharp corners.
The principal wvacatlon from the
